Says I orm rr Ambassador’s U Ifs Had 


Urged Cabinet Position fo r Hus­ 


band and Reflected on For- 
tor and Choate.

IO.—President 
Roosevelt Sunday night made public 
a long letter addressed to Secretary 
Root giving correspondence 
between 
the president and former Ambassador 
Bellamy Storer at Vienna, and Mrs. 
Storer. In which he says that Mr. 
Btorer’s refusel to answer his letters 
and the publication of various private 
letters justified the ambassador’s re­ 
moval; that Mr. Storeys publication of 
private correspondence was peculiar­ 
ly ungentlemanly, and that he (the 
president) had stated 
with absolute 
clearness his position the reason why 
It was out of the question for him, as 
president, to try to get an archbishop 
made cardinal, though expressing his 
admiration for Archbishop Ireland, as 
well as leaders of other denominations. 
He says he thinks It well that the 


oui not resent the action of the Storers 
■‘until it became evident that they were 
likely to damage American interestts." 
He says Mrs. Storer urged him to 
give her husband a cabinet position, 
and that she stated Mr. Choate at Lon­ 
don, and General Porter at Paris, were 
not proper persons to be ambassadors 
suggesting her husband in that connec­ 
tion. 
The president Incorporates a letter 
from Postmaster General 
Cortelyou, 
contradicting the statement that Pres 
ident McKinley had commissioned a 
gentleman to ask the pope ‘‘as a per­ 
sonal favor to him” and ‘‘as an honor 
to the country” to appoint Archbishop 
Ireland as cardinal.” 
Mr. Cortelyou 
says the late president never made 
any such request. 
The president de 
clares that Mr. Storeys statem ent that 
he authorised any such messuage to 
be delivered to Pope Pius as untrue. 
He says he never received a letter 
from Ambassador Storer giving an ac­ 
count of his visit to the Vatican, and 
of the message he personally gave the 
pope on behalf of Mr. Roosevelt. 
The president’s action 
follows the 
publication of the “confidential pam­ 
phlet” which Mr. Storey lately sent to 
toe president, the cabinet and the sen­ 
ate foreign relations committee.

Dallas, Dec. IO.-—Senator Bailey, re­ 
plying to A ttorney General Davidson, 
d e n ie ^ h a t he ever drew a draft in 
f a v o ty H e n r f A S tabling for any sum 
upoi^Pfther the W aters Pierce Oil com­ 
pany, ll. C. Pierce, J. IX Johnson or 
any other individual, and says th at he 
never hen rd of the purported telegram 
relating 
to 
that 
m atter, and 
that 
neither Henry nor S tabling ever spoke 
to him about the loan in question, 
and th at lie never lo afd of it. 
The senator further asserts th a t if 
the attorney general can prove by a 
single bank th at he ever drew a draft 
in favor of the parties meal Inned, or 
any other individual, he will resign 
his senatorial seat and retire forever 
from public life. 
SayB Senator Bailey to the attorney 
general: 
“N othing in your m u c h her­ 
alded docum ents, some of them stolen 
some of them forged and still others 
irrelavent, confused 
and 
confusing, 
disproves anything I have said. They 
only tend to show th at I had business 
relations with H. C. Pierce, a fnct that. 
I had frequently asserted, and that 
I had borrowed money from him. which 
money I repaid to the Inst dollar.” 
Senator Bailey says that this last 
letter of Mr. Davidson, which contains 
copies of the vouchers and other doc­ 
um ents in the possession of the atto r­ 
ney general, elim inates much from the 
discussion, and in fact. confirms w hat 
ho (Senator Bailey) has all along de­ 
clared.

He Is entitled to exam ­ 
ine It for erasures and Interlineations, 
and to challenge Its genuineness. You 
seem to think, however, th at you ran 
properly arraign me before the world 
and call on me as you did In your first 
open letter to answ er questions with 
resp ect to papers which you denied me 
the rig h t to see before I answ ered 
I 
believed when I asked you for perm is­ 
sion to exam ine those papers th at they 
had been forged in whole or in part, 
for the purpose of connecting m e with 
a transaction of which I had no knowl­ 
edge; 
and since reading the docu­ 
m ents in print, I am certain th at some 
of them are forgeries. 
Even lf in the 
beginning you believed those papers 
truthfully reflected a business tran sac­ 
tion betw een 
me 
and 
the 
W aters- 
Pierce Oil company, you knew th at 
you had received them from a man 
who had stolen them from the files 
of his employer, and out of an abun­ 
dant caution against doing me an in­ 
justice. you ought to have subm itted 
them to my exam ination. 
“Surely your experience as a crim ­ 
inal lawyer, and as a man. must m ake 
you know that any man who will steal 
a paper would alter It or forge a new 
one if the one he had stolen did not 
suit his purpose. 
I f ,you had no sus­ 
picion that you Imd been imposed up­ 
on by forgeries, you sti l had knowl­ 
edge th at you were dealing with a 
thief, and th at the inform ation fu r­ 
nished by such a man is seldom used 
by men in your position, and should 
never he used w ithout giving to those 
affected, access to it. 
“Not only m ust you have known 
th at the man from whom you obtained 
those papers had stolen them, but you 
m ust have also believed th at sam e man 
to be a perjurer. 
I understand th at 
you instigated, or at least approved. 
an indictm ent against one officer of 
the W aters-Pierce 
Oil company for 
having made an affidavit which Is pre­ 
cisely the sam e as the one made a ft­ 
erw ard by the man who supplied you 
with this document. 
“I willingly leave for the decent and 
fair-minded me of Texas to say how 
much weight they will attach to docu­
